The handles used in OLIVER AMES 
tools are of specially selected XX second- 
growth Northern ash, the best that can 
be obtained — all sanded, waxed and 
polished. 


The blades are fabricated from Alloy 
Steel of special analysis, giving to 
OLIVER AMES tools a degree of tough- 
ness that can be obtained only by the 
special properties of this steel. The blades 
are fully heat-treated, resulting in a re- 
sistance, both to wear and distortion, un- 
equalled in any other similar tool.

ib aethlge AMES Shovels and Scoops 
for the Contractor are furnished in 
a number of patterns and types of con- 
struction, each designed for the partic- 
ular kind of work to be performed. 
Your special attention is called to the 
famous Ames Double Bend, a feature in 
OLIVER AMES tools which provides the 
proper hang and balance, thus enabling 
the user to produce the greatest amount 
of work with the least physical effort. 


A varied selection of Dee Handles is 
offered on any size or type of Shovel or 
Scoop, as illustrated on the following 
pages. The Ames Split Dee Handle (A) 
is the result of years of effort to secure a 
strong, light, serviceable top, and this 
type is recommended for your consid- 
eration. 


The OLIVER AMES Contractors’ 
Shovels illustrated on the following pages 
are manufactured in the Welded Plain 
Back, Solid Socket, Riveted Back and 
Hollow Back types of construction — the 
Sand or Gravel Scoops in the Hollow 
Back type only. 


The Welded Plain Back type (Antrim 
patent) is constructed by forming and 
sizing the blades from Alloy Sheet Steel, 
to which the front and back straps are 
welded, the straps having an analysis 
which permits proper bending and shap- 
ing to the handle. 
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The Solid Socket type is constructed by 
rolling the blade and shank from a single 
block of Alloy Steel, so formed that the 
blade gradually tapers to the edges, per- 
mitting a thick center and providing 
strength and firmness where needed. The 
Solid or Closed Socket provides a firm, 
strong receptacle for the handle, the 
handle being securely held by a steel 
wedge, thus permitting quick replace- 
ment of the handle when necessary. 


The Riveted Back type is constructed by 
shearing and forming the blade from 
Alloy Sheet Steel, to which the front and 
back straps are securely riveted, provid- 
ing a stiff, strong tool for handling 
coarse materials. 


The Hollow Back type is constructed by 
pressing the blade and frog (handle 
socket) from a single piece of Alloy 
Sheet Steel, providing a light-weight tool 
for handling coarse materials. 


The blades of all patterns are scientif- 
ically heat treated, to resist wear and 
distortion. 


When ordering specify type of handle 
desired and we refer you to handle sym- 
bols as listed on next to last page in this 


booklet.
